This is in answer to your request that I adjust my audit statement of the 
Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society dated July 9, 1959, In accord with your 
request, I am attaching hereto a revised statement with explanatory notes thereon. 


As an explanation to a difference of 60¢ which occurred in the balance at time 
of prior audit, let me state that in running off my figures oviginally I mistook a 
figure of 60¢ in my calculations, In correcting this I inadvertently deducted 
the 60¢ from the audit balance of 958,82 making it $58.22; instead this 60¢ difference 
should have been deducted from the total deposits of $70);.1/6 as shown on the prior 
statement, making the correct total deposits of $703.86, You will notice that this 
error has been corrected on the attached statement. 


You further questioned the totaldposit figure as being incorrect and also 
the checks attached figure as being incorrect. Please ve advised that under normal 
auditing procedure these figures are not incorrect as stated. 


What you had in mind, evidently, was that from aa income and expense standpoint 
they differ, 


In order to clarify this I am submitting an additional statement with the Audit 
Statement entitled Income and Expense Statement. This show the bank balance at the 
time of the last audit of June 1), 1955 at $58.82, total actwal income from that 
period to July 9, 1959 amounting to $62.71 making a total of $701.53. From this 
amount I have deducted the total expensesand bank chargeaf $403.31, This, of course, 
brings the balance on hand to the same figure that I had previously reported of $93.22, 
the game amount as shown on the former audit statewent and cn the new ardit statement 
atteched, 


On the new audit statement I have shown as notes the transaction in the amount 
of $61.15 which occurred when our account at the Wilmerding Branch of the Mellon 
National Bank and Trust Company was closed and this amount deposited in the Squirrel 
Hill Branch of the same bank, I showed both of these amounts, once as a deposit in 
the new bank and once as a withdrawal in the old bank in my total deposits and checks 
on the audit statement which, as I stated before, is correct auditing procedure, 


I request that you read this letter and both of these statements at the next 
regular meeting so that this matter will be clarified and these statements placed 
on the records of our Socicty.
